Rabbits can be wild 
if y ou hav e a hunter to supply 
them or domestic, readily av ail­ 
able at y our store. Should y ou 
not like rabbit, substitute a lean 
4-pound piece of fresh ham or 
other wild game such as pheas 
ant, grouse, or quail. 
Season with 1 tablespoon salt 
and % teaspoon freshly ground 
black pepper, a dash of cay enne 
pepper (to taste), and a pinch o! 
thy me. Cov er meat with undilut 
ed beef bouillon and cook slowly 
after bringing to a boil for 
hour. 
Add 1 can of whole kernel 
corn, 2 cans of lima beans, No. 
2 size in both instances, 1 cup 
potatoes peeled and diced, and 
1 cup chopped onion. Again ad< 
bouillon so all ingredients a**e 
cov ered. Cook an additional 30 
minutes. 
Approx imately 5 minutes be­ 
fore serv ing, add 1 No. 303 can 
of tomatoes, drained. This is 
best serv ed in heated soup 
plates 
arranging 
v egetables 
around the pieces of meat, 
dash of paprika adds color an< 
flav or. 
I hav e found that cooking 
Brunswick Stew ev en a much 
greater length of time enhances 
the dish and it’s great serv ed 
with heated french bread cut in 
to generous portions.

From a long -rang e point o( v iew, the current 
wav e of strikes in Italy and France will benefit 
the American worker and the 
American economy . This may 
sound cy nical to some and fool­ 
ish to others. How can labor tur­ 
moil in Europe benefit this coun­ 
try ? 
And 
aren’t 
the 
strikes 
simply another manifestation of 
the ’‘» ev olution” sweeping the 
world today ? 
To answer these questions, 
it is necessary to understand 
Dc Toiedano 
what has prompted the present labor unrest, par­ 
ticularly in Italy . The superficial observ er notes 
that Italy is g oing throug h a period of unprece­ 
dented prosperity . Industrial production is up. the 
country has a fav orable trade balance of $660 mil­ 
lion. and unemploy ment — thoug h rising — is at 
what the United States would consider the v ery 
low fig ure of 3.3 per cent of the labor force. 
But Italy ’s prosperity is all in the upper brac­ 
kets and among the white-collar workers. The 
blue-collar worker puts in a 48 -hour week and 
must moonlig ht if he has a family to support. His 
wag es are low and industry refuses to raise them 
on the g rounds that it is Italy ’s wag e-scale which 
permits her to compete in the world market 
ag ainst the products of the United States and oth­ 
ers. Where productiv ity Is raised by automation 
and other technolog ical adv ances, employ ers do 
not share Us adv antag es with the workers. 
In short. Italy ’s industrial rev olution — and the 
foreig n trade that has made her the third larg est 
holder of g old and foreig n currency in the world, 
according to the New York Times — has arriv ed 
at a point which the United States passed well be­ 
fore the turn of the century . The Italians, more­ 
ov er, hav e not learned the lesson so rapidly ab- 
sorbd in the past decade by the Japanese — that 
a sound economy depends on domestic consump­ 
tion and that a rising rate of domestic consump­ 
tion can only come from hig h wag es. 
Japan’s wag e scales, according to the econ­ 
omists, will pass those of the United States within 
the foreseeable future, probably within the decade. 
The Japanese are aWe to compete In such fields 
as electronics because they produce a superior 


Pro d u ct, n o t 
because of what once amo u n ted to 
n ick el-and-dime pay . 
Italy 's problem is compounded by two other 
factors. Its social security sy stem is so inefficient 
that it takes a bite estimated at 30 per cent of the 
worker’s pay env elope — y et returns only a pit* 
tance to the ag ed. And the labor unions, whfch 
could by collectiv e barg aining raise wag es to the 
point where the Italian worker could be a prime 
purchaser in the domestic market in the manner 
of his American cousin, are ideolog ically div ided 
into Communist. Socialist, and Christian Demo­ 
cratic federations. These riv al labor g roups are so 
busy fig hting one another that they hav e left 35 
per cent of the country ’s labor force unorg anized. 
In an industrial society , labor org anization Is 
an economic necessity , howev er much some peo­ 
ple may deplore the ex cesses of the trade union 
mov ement. Labor must act as a brake on man­ 
ag ement. If it does not, in a free interplay of 
forces, then g ov ernment steps in and with it the 
kind of hureaueracy which now oppresses Amer­ 
icans. The wav e of strikes is a manifestation of 
the g rowing recog nition of this fact, in countries 
such as Italy . 
How does this benefit the United States? As 
Italy ’s pay scales mov e up, more and more of the 
country ’s production will g o to the domestic mar­ 
ket, In the foreig n market, Italian products will 
not automatically undersell those of the United 
States. This hi turn will bring a more equitable 
balance in international trade. As a by product, 
the rising chorus in this country for a return to 
“ protectionism” — to hig h tariffs that stifle the 
flow of g oods among nations — will tend to sub­ 
side. 
The dang er to Italy is not in strikes for basi­ 
cally economic purposes but in the attempt that 
will be made by a minority of workers to conv ert 
them into political and ideolog ical demonstration« . 
And this will surely happen if both g ov ernment 
and busness in Italy do pot recog nize the leg iti­ 
macy of the demands, as y et modest, of the blue 
collar worker. This may sound like radical reason­ 
ing , but it is based on the sound economic think­ 
ing of rig ht, left, and center in Italy . Germany ap­ 
plied it during the period of her postwar recon­ 
struction and today she is the most prosperous 
state in Western Europe.

in personality . 
With modem diag nostic meth­ 
ods, a nerv e specialist can lo­ 
cate the damag ed area. Then, 
in some cases, a neurosurg eon 
can remov e the clot, repair an 
obstructed artery or stop a cer­ 
ebral hemorrhag e. The effects 
of slig ht stokes may wear off in 
time and, if measures are taken 
to maintain a normal blood 
pressure, the v ictim may con­ 
tinue to liv e a useful life. 
Q—My paternal and maternal 
relativ es hav e had stokes. Is 
this condition inherited? Is it 
possible, ov er a period of eig ht 
or 10 y ears, to hav e one mas­ 
siv e stroke after another and 
then, within an hour or two, to 
be one’s old self?

A—Strokes are not inherited 
but a tendency to some of the

Recov ery from a minor stroke 
may occur after a few hours or 
day s, depending on the ex tent 
of the damag e. 
A coma is an unconscious 
state that resembles a deep 
sleep, one from which the v ic­ 
tim cannot be aroused.

cum. What is this? Is it se­ 
rious? 
A—The cause of this rare skin 
disease is unknown. It consists 
mainly of flat, y ellow plaques 
that are usually limited to the 
armpits and sides of the neck. 
It is not serious unless the ey es 
become inv olv ed. There is no 
satisfactory treatment.

He would like te be known as a 
president who reconciled labor, 
manag ement and g ov ernment, 
But in a v ery real sens« he 
may be box ed in. Three pro­ 
g rams that Nix on apd his aidg s 
consider crucial seem almost 
certain to cause consternation 
in the nation’s major unions: 
For one, Nix on and his men 
want te rev ise the Taft-Hartley 
Act tQ g iv e more weig ht to the 
public in ta ct. 
Specifically , the Nix on men 
would seek leg islation barring 
unions from striking ag ainst thf 
public health or safety , Tbo re­ 
v ised law, as Nix on men see it, 
ideally would bar g ov ernment 
employ es from striking as the 
teachers recently did in New 
York, with such unfortunate re­ 
sults for the pupils (reg ardless 
of the rig hts and wrong s of the 
issues). 
But strong er barriers ag ainst 
strikes likely to do g reat harm 
to the public would not be lim* 
ited to g ov ernment employ es. 
The chang es in law would also 
be aimed at strikes that would 
tit up the docks of major cities 
simultaneously , that would re 
duce water or power supplies 
seriously or dang erously curtail 
the mov ement of g oods by rajl 
or truck. 
To 
offset these restraints, 
Nix on and 
his adv isars fav or 
g reater use 
of arbitration for 
g ov ernment employ es. Nix on is 
determined 
to propose 
leg ­ 
islation to inspre the participa­ 
tion of federal employ es in the 
formulation add implementation 
of personnel policies directly re­ 
lated to their employ ment. The 
proposed law would spell out 
procedures 
to 
jnsure 
that 
Charg es pf unfair labor praq- 
tiees would be heard by an in­ 
dependent g roup, It would also 
prov ide independent machinery 
for hearing s when a g ov ern­ 
ment employ e felt his personal 
rig hts ware being v iolated. 
There is 
a strong feeling , 
amang pome of Nix on’s men at 
least, that the Fair Employ ment 
Practices Act must be enforced 
more v ig orously in labor unions 
as well as 
with 
employ ers, 
These Nix on men believ e that in 
some fields of employ ment un­ 
ion practices make it ex ceed* 
ing ly difficult for Neg roes to en­ 
ter trades in major metropoli* 
tan areas. 
Nix on’s meo note that in the 
fair employ ment field, the law 
if already written and on the 
books, that it applies to both 
unions and employ ers, and that 
there is an Equal Employ ment 
Opportunities Commission estab­ 
lished by law to ov ersee com* 
pliance. These Nix on men be* 
Uev e the Johnson administration 
has been lax in enforcing the 
law where unfair union prac 
tices are concerned. 
Nix on’s men are determined 


to streng then the dollar and halt 
the g old drain. One accessary 
major attack, they believ e, is to 
streng then the U.S. competitiv e 
position by showing inflation and 
by helping industry to cut costs 
and thus bettor compete with 
foreig n producers. 
This would seejn to necessi­ 
tate some sort qf a balance be­ 
tween wag e increases and im­ 
prov ements in industrial prpdue- 
tiv ity .

Campbell has quarreled with 
Daniel Walker, director of the

Campbell has maintained that 
the special g rand jury is the 
proper ag ency to investig ate the 
riots and that its report will be

the Walker report, “ just the re­ 
port of one individual, not of 
the commission.” 
The judg e said Monday he 
was disturbed at statements he 
attributed to Walker that the 
attorney g eneral’s office made 
deletions in the Walker report 
based on knowledg e of what 
course the g rand jury was tak 
ing .

It pro v ides fo r a play er to be 
placed o n the list, fo r at least 21 
day s and no t necessarily with 
pay , if he is “ unable to render 
serv ice during the champio n­ 
ship seaso n due to bo na fide ill­ 
ness o r any injury no t related to 
baseball.” A team can return a 
play er to the list any number o f 
times. 
The rule has been called the 
Lo nbo rg Law. It stems fro m a 
skiing injury that kept Bo sto n 
pitcher Jim Lo nbo rg o ut o f ac 
tio n fo r mo st o f the 1 968 seaso n.
